5 State Senator Philip C, 
Jackson, Republican of Harrison, 
has made known his reasons for- 
recommending a:cut in the salaries 
of members of the Maine legisla-

Senator Jackson said, “When 
the rest of the people of the State 
of Maine are being asked to tight- 
en their belts because of our econ- 
omic situation, I feel that it is 
only right that the Maine legisla- 
ture prove that they too are willing 
to tighten their belts.”

1969 census (such as institutional 
farms, farms on Indian. reserva- 
tions, etc.). This combined list of 
addressees forms a pool of potent- 
ial respondents in the census, The 
final total of farms counted is ex- 
pected to be well under three mil- 
lion, as it was in 1969, 

A new kind of report form is be- 
ing used in the 1974 farm census 
in order to reduce costs. The re- 
port form, instruction sheet, and 
return envelope have been printed 
and addressed in a single opera- 
tion, thus eliminating separate 
printing, assembling, stuffing, and 
the attaching of the printed ad- 
dress labels, It is the first time 
that this type of operation has 
been used jn a Federal census, 


Also, for the first time, the 
forms are being mailed out at the 
third class bulk: rate to reduce 
postage cost. The return envelope 
containing the farm  operator’s 
completed report carries’ first. 
class postage to protect the confi- 
dentiality of the information re- 
ported, 

Completed forms are to be mail- 
ed back as soon as possible, Cen- 
sus by mail allows operators to fill 
out their reports at their conveni- 
ence and use their farm business”

The United States took its first 
census of Agriculture in 1840, Un- 
fil 1920. they were taken every ten 
years; since then, there has been 
one every five years, recently cov- 
ering years ending in 4" and “9,” 

The five-year censuses are the 
only source of statistics on agri- 
cullure that are comparable coun- 
ty by county for the entire Nation. 
They are the sole source of com- 
prehensive agriculture data tabu- 
lated for each State and for the 
U, S. as a whole for farms classi- 
fied by size, tenure, type cf or- 
ganization, market value of pro- 
ducts sold, and type of farm or- 
ganization, 

_ The selection of questions. in the 
74 census was based on needs. ex- 
pressed by users of agriculture 
census data, experience gained in 
earlier censuses, results of a Jan., 
1974 pretest census, and secom- 
mendations of the Census. Advisory 
Committee on Agriculture Statis- 
tics, This committee is composed 
of representatives of farm organi- 
zations, academic, government 
.and research groups concerned 
with agriculture, as well as organ- 
zations representing manufactur- 
ers and distributors of farm sup- 
plies and equipment, and users of 
farm products, Also there is con- 
tinuous cooperation with agencies 
in the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Response to the census is re- 
quired by law (Title 13, United 
States Code), By the same law, in- 


. formation furnished on report 


forms is kept confidential, It may 
be seen only by sworn Census em- 
ployees and may be used only for 
Statistical purposes. Even other 
government agencies cannot ob- 
tain or use the report made by any 
operator, The law also provides 
that copies retained by the oper- 
ator are immune to legal process,
